The rampageous battle axes of the 
Davismen swung consistently in the 
inaugural event of the Labor Day 
double-header and carved out a neat 
11-5 victory at the expense of the 
Brookline Club, tailenders of the cir- 
cuit, to clinch the second straight 
Main Line League gonfalon and the 
twelfth since the formation of the 
league. 

The second game, which had no 
bearing upon the title play-off, was 
lost to the Berwyn Club in the post- 
meridian contest, when the local bats- 
men failed to atone for two conspicu- 
ous transgressions. The score was 
3-0. 

The battering ram of the home 
champions splashed hits all over the 
field, and even two alien circuit blows 
could not budge the lead of the pres- 
ent king of the ball clubs along the 
Main Line section. 

The home club was out for victory 
in this fracas and was aided by a few 
questionable decisions. John Mulli- 
gan got off to a fine start with the 
mace and succeeded in retaining a 
brilliant average of .750. Five team- 
mates also finished with .500 for serv- 
ices at the pentagon. 

Mulligan carried his bat to the plate 
five times, during which time he 
clicked a trio of singles, lofted to third 
in the first inning and went to first 
by means of a pass in the sixth. In 
addition to this, Johnny scored a run 
in the third, fifth and sixth frames.

year. Bervvn's 'ictory over Brook- 
line at Villanova postponed Narbcrth's 
endeavor to clinch the pennat. 

Manager Johnny Smith, pilot of the 
Newtown Square Club, travelled far 
and wide in a sincere effort to procure 
a moundsman who could pit his pitch- 
ing arm against the curve-ball expert 
of the borough pitching staff, and 
made a grave mistake when he refused 
to consider "Lefty" Grove, of Athletic 
fame, in lieu of "Lefty" Holstein, vet- 
eran of the minor leagues. It is be- 
lieved that Grove might have given 
Walter keener opposition. Holstein, 
however, is a lad who needs no in- 
troduction to the biseball fans wher- 
ever he may be scheduled to perform. 
Greatly in demand by all ball clubs, 
"Lefty," unlike most pitchers, is a box- 
man without a home, so to speak. One 
day he will be seen garbed in Harrow- 
gate dress, giving the strong Wentz- 
Olney team a one-hit defeat, while the 
next he will be seen in Wentz-Olney 
uniform vanquishing Harrowgate. 

And so "Lefty" Holstein. the knight 
errant of baseball, wanders about giv- 
ing his services to the highest bidding 
team.

Babb raised an 
outfield fly between first and second, 
from which Demaura made a game at- 
tempt to glove, but was forced to yield 
to the sun's potency, allowing the ball 
to fall untouched.

Dr. E. S. Deubler Speaks 

of Work as Veterinary 

An autobiography, one of the series 
of personal sketches given by members, 
formed the program Tuesday at the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club. 
Dr. Ezra S. Deubler, charter member 
and past president of the club, was 
the speaker. 

His talk was an inspiration in the 
building of a career against hand'caps. 
Born on a farm in Susquehanna 
County, he spent his early years in 
school and farm work. Then seven 
years were spent as fireman and extra 
engineer on a small mountain railroad 
at the small wage prevailing in those 
days. 

Despite promotions in the railroad 
work, Dr. Deubler fitted in a course at 
State College and won a scholarship 
to the Veterinary School at Penn. 
Then there followed work in a labora- 
tory in cattle experimentation, man- 
agement of an experimental farm and 
active veterinary practice, including the 
managing of a Florida dairy. 

Since 1912 Dr. Deubler has been 
superintendent of the Penshurst Farms, 
near Narberth, owned by Percival Rob- 
erts, Jr. The farm has won many 
distinctions, among them being the 
honor of having the first tuberculosis- 
free herd in the State. Several world's 
champion Ayrshire cows have been de- 
veloped. The farm and the estate to 
which it belongs have long been show 
places of this section.
